NEW WONDERS. 


Dlscororics ia (lie Yallowston* N«Man*l 


Park. 


Among tho arrivals in the city from 


tho Eorth yesterday was Mr. G. L. 
Henderson, one of the superintendents 
of tho Yellowstone National Park, who 
Las resided in the park since 1882. 
During tiinfc period he has made many 
valuable researches and discoveries. 
His investigations in that portion of 
the park lying in the forks of the Fire- 
hole River, south of Marshall's Hotel, 
wero especially important. The dis- 
coveries made in the park last year are 
considered of especial value and im- 
portance, both from their extent and 
character. Mr. Henderson, replying 
to inquiries, said: 


"Tlie whole of Jast November and 


the iirst half of December was so tine 
in the Geyser basin that a party, con- 
sisting of myself, Assistant Superinten- 
dent vV. J. Wcimer, and George YV. 
Marshall, wero enabled to mak« the. 
most careful search that had ever been 
inade iu hat region of ^hot springs, 
spouting geysers and mud volcanoes. 


"What the old guidebook designates 


as the Lower Geyser Basin contains 
over a thousand objects of special in- 
terest, not over three of which have 
been named or even noticed, and at 
best the whole was condensed into a 
1'c-w lines or a single paragraph, and 
for the reason that it was both a terra 
incognita and innominata. 


"The Chemical Basin, of which there 


are three divisions, contains vast bowls 
or basins of decomposed rock, pulver- 
ised and in r. liquid, jelly-like form, of 
every clmOe and color, and so hot that 
it would be instant death to any living 
thing which had the misfortune to slip 
down the oily walls into one of these 
seething abysses. 


"The most remarkable of these boil- 


ing paint bowls I named Lindren's 
I Garden, in honor of Baron von Liudren, 
of Amsterdam, who, during his visit to 
the National Park last October, was the 
lirst to observe and to sketch the mar- 
velous floral forms that rise incessantly 
and bloom a brief moment and then 
fade away, to be succeeded by a never- 


<!i:ig and ever-varying' display of 


lilies, roses, sunflowers. 
The kaleido- 


eopic floral morphology is created on 
Uio surface of a thick cream-colored 


i n l i n a bowl -thirty feet in diameter. 


Every flower form is well defined and is 
never repeated. No waste and no de- 
Jav. 


"'I his basin !ie= south of Chemical 


Basin and is even more wonderful, 
though in another way. 
It contains

The west side of 


he cone nearest the lake gleamed like 
labastcr through vast clouds of vapor 
hat filled the basin and floated away 
cto the woods on the northern shore. 
'lie cast side was as black as ebony. 
Die boiliug torrent swept over the 
Burble front with a periodical dash 
nil roar that was deafening. 
It 


coined as if a black demon were de- 
ugingan angel with a flood of iniquity, 
n syitu of which it became purer and 
vhiter. It was named Mcphistopheles 
nd Marguerite."

During his flight he held the pistol In his 
right hand as if ready to resent any at- 
tempt to capture him. 


The murder grew out of a quarrel over 


a game of billiards In a saloon near the 
theater. The murderer has not been cap- 
tured. 


A Corpse In a Barrel.

o'clock yesterday morning three boys 
wbo were swimming In Bear Grass Creek 
discovered a bairel containing the bead- 
lefrs corpse of u man.
